Liquor Plebiscite This Year 

The session of the Alberta legislature which has 
just ended dealt with a great many issues, most of 
them controversial, and there are many opinions about 
the legislation as finally passed. On one point, how¬ 
ever, there seems to be fairly general agreement—the 
question of increased liquor outlets being submitted 
to plebiscite was the only fair and just means of deal¬ 
ing with this problem which, perhaps'more than any 
other, is controversial in the extreme. This was evident 
from the division of opinion in the legislature, where 
the vote cut across all party lines and revealed almost 
every shade of opinion on the subject. 

Whatever the result of the plebiscite, if the 
question is clearly stated there will be no doubts and 
no room for argument thereafter. Certain interests are 
bitterly opposed to any relaxation of the present re¬ 
strictions, while othei-s favor a system more in line 
with that enforced elsewhere. Both sides will, we 
understand, have ample opportunity to marshal their 
arguments and organize their supporters, so that the 
public may be well informed on the issues. In such 
circumstances, it would seem that the prebiscite would 
produce a clear-cut expression of the will of the people 
and silence for many years the controversy which has 
raged on this most controversial of all topics. 

The decision to hold the plebiscite also clarified 
another matter and we think this is of even greater 
importance than the question which will appear on 
the ballot paper. It is a theory of the democratic sys¬ 
tem that the government is the servant of the people. 
Of recent years there has been a tendency to assume 
that the government is the mentor of the people, or 
even a censor of habits, thinking—and drinking. It is 
easy to see how such a line of reasoning arises but 
there seems no good and solemn reason for accepting 
it. Followed to its logical conclusion, it would result 
in a benevolent dictatorship, followed gradually by an 
absolute dictatorship—and even the benevolent kind 
is contrary to what most of us understand as demo¬ 
cratic government. We heartily congratulate the 
government and the members of the legislature in the 
action they have taken to ensure that the will of the 
people shall be made known on this question. It is 
recognition of the principle that the government is 
the servant, not the mentor of the people.

wheat to fill bins on their 
quotas just as they are doing 
how. The wheat would be 
weighed and graded in the ele¬ 
vator and the farmer would 
then auger his load into a bin. 

The wheat surplus may only 
last a short time. When the bins 
are no longer needed they can 
be sold to farmers at a reason¬ 
able price, recovering much of 
the capital cost. 

Steel bin storage can be 
erected at a cost of about 25 
cents per bushel compared with 
$1.35 per bushel for terminal 
elevators, 75 cents per bushel 
for country elevators and 35 
cents for annexes. (It is now 
hard to find room for annex 
storage). If these steel bins 
were kept filled for 2 % years 
they would repay their original 
capital cost. 

This is an emergency. I think 
we farmers are justified In ask¬ 
ing the Federal Government to 
hear the cost of storing wheat 
in these bins as they are now 
doing on all wheat in commer¬ 
cial elevators in excess of 178 
million bushels.
